LETTER OF THE 

SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 

TO THE CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
WAYS AND MEANS, 

SUBMITTING REVISED ESTIMATES OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES 

FOR THE FISCAL YEARS 1921 AND 1922 AND ESTIMATES 

OF REVENUE FOR 1922 AND 1923.

Washington, April SO, 1921. 
Dear Mr. Chairman: 

In accordance with your request, as communicated in your letter of April 25, 1921, 1 am 
glad to present for your consideration and that of the Committee on Ways and Means, revised 
estimates of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal years 1921 and 1922, and to indicate in 
that connection what revenues must be provided for the fiscal years 1922 and 1923 in order to 
carry on the Government's business and meet its current requirements and fixed debt charges, 
including interest and sinking fund. 

In order that the Congress may have the latest available information before it, I hand you 
herewith the following statements:* 

(A) Statement giving revised estimates of receipts and disbursements for the fiscal years 
1921 and 1922, with a supplemental statement classifying the estimated disbursements. This 
statement is made up on the basis of actual receipts and disbursements for the first three 
quarters of the fiscal year 1921, and the best estimates of the Treasury and the spending depart- 
ments as to receipts and disbursements during the last quarter of 1921 and the fiscal year 1922. 
It supersedes the estimates of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal years 1921 and 1922 which 
appear on pages 273 to 278 of .the Annual Report of the Secretary of the Treasury for 1920. 

(B) Preliminary statement showing classified expenditures of the Government for the 

{>eriod from July 1, 1920, to March 31, 1921, with comparative figures and total expenditures 
or the fiscal year 1920, on the basis of daily Treasury statements (exclusive of postal expendi- 
tures, except postal deficiencies, etc.). 

(C) Preliminary statement showing ordinary receipts of the Government for the period 
from July 1, 1920, to March 31, 1921, with comparative figures and total ordinary receipts for 
the fiscal year 1920, on the basis of daily Treasury statements (exclusive of postal revenues). 

(D) Preliminary statement of the public debt on March 31, 1921, on the basis of daily 
Treasury statements, with a quarterly comparative public debt statement which shows the 
figures for August 31, 1919, when the war debt was at its peak. 

(E) Statement showing comparative figures as to the outstanding short-dated public debt, 
on the basis of daily Treasury statements, from August 31, 1919, to March 31, 1921. 

Ordinary expenditures for the first three quarters of the fiscal year 1921 have been 
$3,783,771,996.74, or at the rate of about $5,000,000,000 for the year. Of these expenditures 
about $850,000,000 have been expenditures of the War Department, about $500,000,000 
expenditures of the Navy Department, about $600,000,000 payments to the railroads, and about 
$650,000,000 interest on the public debt, an aggregate of $2,600,000,000 under these four 
headings in nine months, or at the rate of about $3,500,000,000 for the year. According to the 
latest estimates of the spending departments, as set forth in Statement A — Supplemental, 
ordinary expenditures during the fiscal year 1922, including interest on the public debt, will be 
over $4,000,000,000. 

The Nation can not continue to spend at this shocking rate. As the President said in his 
message, the burden is unbearable, and there are two avenues of relief. "One is rigid resistance 
in appropriation and the other is the utmost economy in administration." This is no time

for extravagance or for entering upon new fields of expenditure. The Nation's finances are 
sound and its credit is the best in the world, but it can not afford reckless or wasteful expendi- 
ture. New or enlarged expenditures can not be financed without increased taxes or new loans. 
Expenditures should not even be permitted to continue at the present rate. The country is stag- 
gering under the existing burden of taxation and debt and clamoring for gradual relief from the 
war taxation. It may be counted upon not only to exert effective pressure against increased 
expenditures but also to give its whole-hearted support to all sincere efforts to reduce expenditures. 

The last Congress made a creditable record in reducing appropriations, and it effected sub- 
stantial economies. Notwithstanding the reduced appropriations, however, expenditures have 
continued unexpectedly high, and the reduction in expenditures has barely kept pace with the 
shrinkage in receipts. Reduction of appropriations, moreover, will not of itself be effective to 
reduce expenditures unless at the same time the Congress avoids or controls measures which 
result in expenditure without an apparent appropriation. Reappropriations of unexpended 
balances, revolving-fund appropriations and appropriations of receipts, and other indefinite 
authorizations of expenditure have in the past been responsible for hundreds of millions of 
dollars of actual cash outgo. 

The estimates for the fiscal year 1922 are subject to great uncertainty as to both receipts 
and expenditures. The estimated collections of $3,700,000,000 of internal taxes are based 
on the provisions of existing law, and are $850,000,000 less than the estimated collections for 
1921, chiefly because of the shrinkage in business. They are liable to be somewhat further 
reduced from the same cause. The estimated ordinary expenditures of $4,014,000,000 will on 
their part be affected by appropriations which are still to be made. The estimated expenditures 
of the War Department and the Navy Department, aggregating over $1,100,000,000 for 1922, 
will depend largely upon the military and naval policy adopted by the Congress at the present 
session. The estimate of about $545,000,000 for payments to the railroads in 1922 is made 
necessary by the provisions of the Transportation Act, 1920, and increased estimates from the 
Director General of Railroads. In the absence of drastic cuts in military and naval expendi- 
tures, there is almost no prospect, according to the estimates, of any substantial available sur- 
plus even in the fiscal year 1922. 

The estimates of receipts and expenditures for both 1921 and 1922 show clearly that while 
this Government has definitely balanced its budget, the surplus of current receipts over current 
expenditures will not quite provide for what may be termed the fixed public debt redemptions, 
and that unless expenditures are sharply reduced there will be practically no funds available 
in these years for the retirement of the floating debt represented by loan and tax certificates 
outstanding. The estimated current surplus in both 1921 and 1922 will be absorbed (1) by 
current redemptions of War-Savings securities, redeemable substantially on demand, (2) by 
purchases for the cumulative sinking fund, (3) by acceptance of Liberty bonds and Victory 
notes for estate taxes, and (4) by miscellaneous other debt retirements which must be made 
each year in order to comply with existing law or with the terms of outstanding securities. 
This means that the Treasury's earlier expectations as to the retirement of the floating debt 
have been upset by the continuance of unexpectedly heavy current expenditures during the 
past 12 months, particularly on account of the Army and Navy and the railroads, and that the 
Government can not now expect to retire any material portion of the two and one-half billions 
of floating debt now outstanding during the fiscal years 1921 and 1922 out of current revenues. 
It means also that the country can not look to any plan for funding the floating debt to reduce 
the burden of internal taxes during the next two years. Substantial cuts in current expendi- 
tures offer the only hope of effective relief from the tax burden. 

Within the next two years, or thereabouts, there will mature about seven and one-half 
billions of short-dated debt (including the outstanding floating debt), and it is to the gradual 
retirement of this debt that the bulk of the current surplus is necessarily applied, in large part 
through the miscellaneous debt retirements described in the preceding paragraph. Substantial 
progress has already been made in the retirement of the short-dated debt. Statement E, for 
example, shows that the short-dated debt aggregated $7,578,954,141.89 on March 31, 1921, as 
against $9,248,188,921.12 on August 31, 1919, when the war debt was at its peak, a reduction 
of about one and two-thirds billions in the 19 months' period. This reduction was due in 
large part to the reduced balance in the general fund and the application of receipts from was

salvage, and only in small measure to surplus tax receipts. In view of its early maturity, the 
Treasury must regard the short-dated debt as a whole, and within the next two years may expect 
to reduce it by perhaps one billion dollars through the continued operation of the sinking fund 
and the miscellaneous annual debt retirements. The remainder of this short-dated debt, amount- 
ing to over six billions, will have to be refunded. It will therefore be the Treasury's policy to 
vary its monthly offerings of Treasury certificates of indebtedness from time to time when 
market conditions are favorable with issues of short-term notes in moderate amounts with 
maturities of from three to five years, with a view to the gradual distribution of the. short- 
dated debt through successive issues of notes in convenient maturities extending over the 
period from 1923 to 1928, when the Third Liberty Loan matures. Treasury certificate offerings 
will continue to be made from time to time as in the past, in order to meet the Treasury's 
current requirements. This program will make the short-dated debt more manageable and 
facilitate the refunding operations which will be necessary in connection with the maturity 
of the Victory Liberty Loan. 

This analysis of the condition of the Treasury and of the burdens which it must face within 
the next two fiscal years shows clearly, as the President stated in his message, that — 

unless there are striking cuts in the important fields of expenditure, receipts from internal taxes can not safely be per- 
mitted to mil below four billions in the fiscal yean 1922 and 1923. This would mean total internal tax collections of 
about one billion less than in 1920, and one-half billion less than in 1921. . 

The most substantial relief from the tax burden must come for the present from the readjustment of internal taxes, 
and the revision or repeal of those taxes which have become unproductive and are so artificial and burdensome as to 
defeat their own purpose. A prompt and thoroughgoing revision of the internal tax laws, made with due regard to 
the protection of the revenues, is, in my judgment, a requisite to the revival of business activity in this country. It is 
earnestly hoped, therefore, that the Congress will be able to enact without delay a revision of the revenue laws and such 
emergency tariff measures as are necessary to protect American trade and industry. 

Now that the House of Representatives has passed the emergency tariff legislation, I 
hope that the Congress will soon undertake the revision of the revenue laws, with due regard 
to the protection of the revenues and at the same time with a view to "the readjustment of 
internal taxes and the revision or repeal of those taxes which have become unproductive and 
are so artificial and burdensome as to defeat their own purpose." The higher rates of income 
surtaxes put constant pressure on taxpayers to reduce their taxable income, interfere with 
the transaction of business and the free flow of capital into productive enterprise, and are 
rapidly becoming unproductive. The excess-profits tax is artificial and troublesome. Taxes 
of this extreme character are clogs upon productive business and should be replaced by other 
and more equitable taxes upon incomes and profits. An intelligent revision of these taxes 
should encourage production and in the long run increase rather than diminish the revenues. 
Early action is necessary, for unless a revision is adopted within a few months it could not in 
fairness apply to income and profits arising from the business of the present calendar year. 

With these considerations in mind, I venture to make the following principal suggestions 
with regard to the revision of the internal tax laws: 

1. Repeal the excess-profits tax, and make good the loss of revenue by means of a modified 
tax on corporate profits or a fiat additional income tax upon corporations, and the repeal of 
the existing $2,000 exemption applicable to corporations, to yield an aggregate revenue of 
between $400,000,000 and $500,000,000. The excess-profits tax is complex and difficult of 
administration, and is losing its productivity. It is estimated that for the taxable year 1921 
it will yield about $450,000,000, as against $2,500,000,000 in profits taxes for the taxable year 
1918, $1,320,000,000 for the taxable year 1919, and $750,000,000 for the taxable year 1920. 
In fairness to other taxpayers, and in order to protect the revenues, however, the excess-profits 
tax must be replaced, not merely repealed, and should be replaced by some other tax upon 
corporate profits. A flat additional tax on corporate income would avoid, determination of 
invested capital, would be simple of administration, and would be roughly adjusted to ability 
to pay. It is estimated that the combined yield to accrue during the taxable year 1921 from 
a tax of this character at the rate of 5 per cent and the repeal of the $2,000 exemption would 
be about $400,000,000. 

2. Readjust the income-tax rates to a maximum combined normal tax and surtax of 40 per 
cent for the taxable year 1921, and of about 33 per cent thereafter, with a view to producing 
aggregate revenues substantially equivalent to the estimated receipts from the income tax under 
existing law. This readjustment is recommended not because it will relieve the rich, but

because the higher surtax rates have already passed the collection point. The higher rates 
constitute a bar to transactions involving turnovers of securities and property, which with 
lower surtax rates would be accomplished and thus yield substantial new revenue to the 
Government. The total net income subject to the higher rates is rapidly dwindling, and 
funds which would otherwise be invested in productive enterprise are being driven into 
fields which do not yield taxable income. The total estimated revenue from the surtaxes 
under existing law is about $500,000,000 for the taxable year 1921. The estimated yield for 
the year from the surtax rates above 32 per cent would be about $100,000,000. The imme- 
diate loss in revenue that would result from the repeal of the higher surtax brackets would 
be relatively small, and the ultimate effect should be an increase in the revenues. 

3. Retain the miscellaneous specific-sales taxes and excise taxes, including the transporta- 
tion tax, the tobacco taxes, the tax^on admissions, and the capital-stock tax, but repeal the 
minor "nuisance" taxes, such as the taxes on fountain drinks and the miscellaneous taxes 
levied under section 904 of the Revenue Act, which are difficult to enforce, relatively unpro- 
ductive, and unnecessarily vexatious. The repeal of these miscellaneous special taxes would, 
it is estimated, result in a loss of about $50,000,000 in revenue. The transportation tax 
is objectionable and I wish it were possible to recommend its repeal, but this tax products 
revenue in the amount of about $330,000,000 a year and could not safely be repealed or re- 
duced unless Congress is prepared to provide an acceptable substitute. The Treasury is not 
prepared to recommend at this time any general sales tax, particularly if a general sales tax 
were designed to supersede the highly productive special sales taxes now in effect on many 
relatively nonessential articles. 

4. Impose sufficient new or additional taxes of wide application, such as increased stamp 
taxes or a license tax on the use of automobiles, to bring the total revenues from internal taxes 
after making the changes above suggested, to about $4,000,000,000 in the fiscal years 1922 
and 1923. The only way to escape these additional internal taxes, to an aggregate amount 
of between $250,000,000 and $350,000,000, will be to make immediate cuts in that amount 
in current expenditures. In the event that this should prove impossible, it might be feasible 
to provide perhaps as much as $100,000,000 or $150,000,000 of the necessary revenue from 
new duties on staple articles of import, and the balance by taking more effective steps to 
realize on back taxes, surplus war supplies, and other salvageable assets of the Government. 

5. Adopt necessary administrative amendments to the Revenue Act in order to simplify 
its administration and make it possible, among other things, for the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury and the consent of the taxpayer, 
to make final determination and settlement of tax cases. In this connection it would be well, 
in the interest of fairness and in order to simplify the administrative problem, to provide, 
under proper safeguards, for carrying forward net losses of one year as a deduction from the 
income of succeeding years. 

I suggest for the consideration of Congress that it may also be advisable to take action by 
statute or by constitutional amendment, where necessary, to restrict further issues of tax-exempt 
securities. It is now the policy of the Federal Government not to issue its own obligations 
with exemptions from Federal surtaxes and profits taxes, but States and municipalities are 
issuing fully tax-exempt securities in great volume. It is estimated that there are outstanding 
perhaps $10,000,000,000 of fully tax-exempt securities. The existence of this mass of exempt 
securities constitutes an economic evil of the first magnitude. The continued issue of tax- 
exempt securities encourages the growth of public indebtedness and tends to divert capital 
from productive enterprise. Even though the exemptions of outstanding securities can not 
be disturbed, it is important that future issues be controlled or prohibited by mutual consent 
of the State and Federal Governments. 

I am sending a copy of this letter to Senator Penrose as Chairman of the Committee on 
Finance. 

I shall, of course, be glad to hold myself and the Treasury experts in readiness to answer 
any call from the committee and to supply such further information with regard to the condi- 
tion of the Treasury and the Treasury's revenue recommendations as the committee may desire.

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith for the consideration of Congress supplemental and deficiency 
estimates of appropriations in the sum of $187,922,576.74. 

As a factor in their consideration it is to be noted that on August 4, 1921, the Secretary of the Treasury stated 
to the Committee on Ways and Means that — 

According to the latest advices received from the spending departments and after taking into account all estimated reductions in expendi- 
ture reported to date, the Treasury estimates that the total expenditure for the fiscal year 1922 for which provision should be made out of the 
current revenues of the Government will be abcfut $4,550,000,000. This in itself would mean a substantial reduction in current revenues and 
expenditures below the fiscal year 1921. 

At the time this statement was made by the Secretary of the. Treasury, the results of the imposition of Execu- 
tive pressure upon the spending departments, inaugurated at the meeting, called by the President, of the body of 
the business organization of Government, had not Deen fully developed. On August 10, 1921, after a conference, 
announcement was made through the Secretary of the Treasury that the administration, in cooperation with the 
Committee on Ways and Means, had determined to reduce the ordinary expenditures of the Government for the 
fiscal year 1922 by at least $350,000,000 below the revised estimates presented by the Treasury on August 4. It 
was also announced that the Treasury would provide for two items of estimated public debt expenditure for the 
fiscal year 1922 out of other public debt receipts during the year to the extent of $170,000,000. Thus the expected 
aggregate reduction in expenditure for the fiscal year on the above basis was announced as $520,000,000, leaving 
the estimated total expenditure for the fiscal year 1922 as of date, August 10, 1921, about $4,034,000,000. 

In fixing the above figure of $4,034,000,000 as the estimated total expenditure for the fiscal year 1922 the 
expenditures under the supplemental and deficiency appropriations of $187,922,576.74 asked for herein, were, in 
tho main, taken into consideration. It is possible, however, to now state that the expected aggregate reduction 
in expenditures for the fiscal year 1922 on the above basis is $439,000,000 instead of $350,000,000. Adding to this 
the reduction of $170,000,000 provided for out of other public debt receipts, as above, makes the expected aggregate 
reduction in expenditures for the current fiscal year $609,000,000 instead of $520,000,000. With the expenditures 
under the supplemental and deficiency appropriations of $187,922,576.74, asked for herein, taken into considera- 
tion, the detad of estimated expenditures for 1922, as now received from the various departments and establishments, 
stands at $3,940,000,000, a reduction of $94,000,000 from the August 10 estimate of $4,034,000,000.

The several items of appropriations requested, with comments upon the purposes and necessity therefor, are 
as follows: 

Legislative: 

1. Government Printing Office. — To enable the Public Printer to comply with the provisions of the law granting thirty days' 

annual leave to employees of the Government Printing Office $17, 618. 00 

The statement of the Public Printer shows a total of tne amounts expended to October 14, 1921, the amount now due 
employees, and the estimated accrued leave to be paid for the remainder of the fiscal year at $577,618. The appro- 
priation was for $560,000, leaving a deficiency of $17,618. The appropriation is necessary only by reason of the 
met tnat the Public Printer can not use the general appropriation for pay of employees for this purpose. Whatever 
is paid from the appropriation for this purpose is saved from the pay roll, so it results in no additional expenditure of 
money, the increases in this item being onset by decreases in other*. 

2. Government Printing Office. — Post Office Department allotment for printing and binding 150, 000. 00 

The allotment under the sundry civil act for 1922 was $600,000. The law limits the expenditures for printing and 
binding during the first and second quarters of the fiscal year to not over one-half of the total allotment. The depart- 
ment finds it expedient to anticipate its requirements by three months on forms and blanks and by six months on 
books. It is therefore necessary to send requisitions now for printing which amount to more than one-half the depart- 
ment's allotment, although the department does not expect to secure actual delivery of work amounting to more 
than one-half the allotment during tne first six months. It is submitted that in the interest of economy this deficiency 
appropriation should be granted now in order to cover the necessary anticipated orders during the remainder of the 
first half year. 

This deficiency appropriation would not be necessary if the limitation above mentioned were removed. 

Statb Department: 

1 . For the expenses of the arbitration between the United States and Peru of the claim of John Celestin Landreau against 

the Government of Peru under the protocol concluded May* 22, 1921 45, 000. 00 

Under the protocol this claim will be presented before an arbitral court of three members, sitting in London. The 
House of Representatives, on February 20, 1880, adopted a resolution requesting the President to take such steps as in 
his judgment might be proper to obtain the final settlement of the claim, but the agreement to arbitrate the same whs 
not signed until May 22, 1921 ; hence, this expense was not anticipated at the time of the regular appropriations for 1922. 
The appropriation is for the purpose of paying compensation to the arbitrators and agents and other expenses likely to 
be incurred. In the event of a substantial award being obtained, it will be possible to deduct therefrom the expenses 
incurred by the Government of the United States in the arbitration of the claim. 

2. For the expenses of the arbitration between the United States and Norway of certain claims of Norwegian subjects against 

the United States, arising out of requisitions by the United States Shipping Board Emergency Fleet Corporation, 

under the special agreement between the United States and Norway, signed June 30, 1921 60, 000. 00 

This case will be presented before the tribunal of three members sitting at The Hague. The claim presented by 
Norway is somewhat in excess of $15,000,000.00. The case of the United States, as well as the evidence, must be pre- 
sented in printed form. The estimated expense for preparation of the evidence is based upon the cost of previous 
arbitrations. In addition there is the compensation of the members of the tribunal and their expenses which will be 
shared equally by the contracting parties. As the treaty was not concluded until June 30, 1921, this expense could 
not have Deen provided for in the regular estimates for 1922,

State Department — Continued. 

3. For the payment of the additional quota of the United States for the support of the International Institute of Agriculture 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1921 $23, 154. 00 

The obligation of the United States in this connection arises from the Convention signed June 7, 1905, the ratifica- 
tion of which was advised by the Senate on June 27, 1906, and proclaimed January 29, 1908. At a general meeting 
of the Institute, held at Rome November 3, 1920, it was determined that the Institute could no longer carry on the 
work with the resources at its disposal. It was therefore decided that the only way to save the life of the Institute 
was to raise the quotas of the adhering states. The quota paid by the United States for the fiscal years 1921, 1922, 
and 1923, but for this action of the Institute would have been 40,000 francs a year. The additional amount at the 
rate of 60,000 francs a year would require an additional appropriation for the year 1921 of $11,577, and for the year 
ending June 30, 1922, of $11,577. The Department of State nas withheld the requesting of an appropriation until the 
attitude of the other adhering governments toward the proposal could be determined. So large a proportion of the 
others have now accepted the proposal that the United States can not well ignore this obligation. 

4. For the National Security and Defense, 1918 and 1919 : 118,500.00 

During the war the President made two allotments from the appropriation for national security and defense aggre- 
gating $6,000,000 to be expended through the embassy at Petrograd and the consul general at Moscow, in an attempt 
to gam control of food and other supplies in Russia and prevent their falling into the hands of the Germans. The 
money for carrying out the purposes of these allotments was obtained by the embassy and consul general through 
drafts on the Secretary of State. Three drafts drawn by the embassy and eight by the consul general were not pre- 
sented for payment until after the appropriation for the national security and defense had lapsed on June 30, 1921. 
Hie State Department knows the amounts of the outstanding drafts and is convinced of the practical certainty that 
they will in the near future be presented for payment. The appropriation is asked so as to enable the Department 
to pay the drafts when presented in due form and thus avoid any impairment of the local credit of American repre- 
sentatives abroad. As the sum of $1,316,000 was returned to the surplus fund of the Treasury out of the two allotments 
made by the President, this request is virtually for a reappropriation. 

5. For salaries of student interpreters at the embassy in Turkey for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1916 1, 000. 00 

On December 15, 1915, Mr. Henry Morgenthau, then American ambassador at Constantinople, made a draft for 

$1,000 upon the Secretary of State on account of these salaries. The original draft was lost and a duplicate received 
by the Department of State on October 5, 1921. Of the appropriation upon which the draft was drawn there remained 
an unexpended balance of over $15,000, which has long since been carried to the surplus fund. This request is there- 
fore for a reappropriation. 
6 For transportation of diplomatic and consular officers: 

(a) Deficiency for 1919 450.00 

This claim was not received until after the appropriation for the fiscal year 1919 had lapsed. An unexpended 
balance of $1,752.51 had been carried to the credit of the surplus fund . This is also a request for a reappropriation. 

(6) Deficiency for 1921 36,000.00 

Under appropriations already made the total sum available for the fiscal year 1921 was $245,000. At this 
time adequate data were not available to show the financial needs under the newly promulgated regulations, 
which were prescribed in pursuance of law, approved by the Comptroller of the Treasury, and submitted from 
time to time to the appropriate committees of Congress. The expenses ascertained to date are $281,000, leaving 
a deficiency to be provided of $36,000. 

Total lor the Department of State 284,104.00 

Treasury Department: 

1. Office of the Sujxrviring Architects 
(a) For continuation (site and building), post office, etc.. Santa Fe, N. Me* 61, 500. 00 

The act of March 4, 1912 (37 Stat, 875), authorized a site and building at a limit of cort of $295,000. There 
have been appropriated up to this time $190,500, leaving an amount still to be appropriated within the limit of 
the original authorization of $104,500. The building is in the course of construction under contract and is to be 
completed by April 8, 1922, and there is due to various contractors and subcontractors at this time the full amount 
requested in this appropriation. 
(6) For an additional amount for the payment of claims of contract o r s , etc., arising under the act approved August 25, 

1919 (relief of contractors, etc) 250,000.00 

It seems to have been intended in connection with this act that funds should be available to the Secretary to 
make payments immediately upon the complete auditing and allowance of claims. Satisfactory proofs are in the 
hands of the Supervising Architect, showing that in all cases where claims have been approved the contractors 
have fully complied with the law. With these facts known, claims now in the process of audit will require the 
expenditure of this sum before the expiration of this fiscal year. 

(c) Operating supplies for public buildings, 1921 164, 000. 00 

At tne tune of the passage of the original appropriations and in connection with the second deficiency bill for 

1921, there was not taken into account the subsequent increase in the cost of fuel, increased freight rates, increases 
allowed by public utility commissions for light and water and in the cost of nearly every item of supplies involved. 
The whole amount of the original appropriation, plus the deficiency, has been expended, and there are at the 
present time awaiting payment a large number of vouchers covering services rendered the last quarter of the 
fiscal year, and in many cases for the entire year. These vouchers, together with additional ones now anticipated, 
bring the total amount of the deficiency to $164,000. It is claimed that this deficiency could not have been 
| avoided and the buildings kept in shape so that work could be carried on in them under ordinary conditions of 

comfort and cleanliness. 

(d) For extension to water supply system, for repairs and additional fire protection system, San Francisco Marine Hos- 

i pital 31,000.00 

The amount of this estimate is based on information and data furnished by the supervising superintendent 
I of construction at San Francisco. It seems necessary to provide entirely new supply lines of increased size 

I from the pump to the tanks and that new pumping equipment should be provided which will cut down the 

l expense of pumping. If such extension ana repairs can be made at once, a considerable saving is estimated in 

the purchase of water from the municipality. 

Total. Office of Supervising Architect 506,500.00 

2. ConiirwerU expen$es: Stationery, including tags, labels, and index cards 40, 000, 00 

The total appropriation for stationery for this fiscal year is $446,500, which is $70,000 less than was expended for 

this purpose in the fiscal year 1921. While the demands proved substantially equal to the preceding years, the chief 
of the division undertook to confine the expenditures to the amount appropriated, but a fire on August 23 destroyed 
over $40,000 worth of supplies. The appropriation is asked to replace these supplies so destroyed. 
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4 SXJPFIjRMBNTAL and deficiency estimates. 

Treasury Department — Continued. 

3. Mints and assay offices: For wages of workmen and other employees at the Assay Office in New York, 1922 $25, 000. 00 

When the estimates were made up in 1920 for the fiscal year 1922, it was not anticipated that certain functions of 
the New York subtreasury would be transferred to the assay office upon the closing of the subtreasury. Neither was the 
lone continued influx of foreign gold anticipated. The number of deposits received at this office during the fiscal year - 
ended June 30, 1921, was 25 per cent greater than during the prior year and much larger than for any other year in its 
history. The weight of gold acquired was approximately 300 per cent greater. The receipt of a large volume of foreign 
gold is still continuing, necessitating the continuance of an extra force of employees. The appropriation is asked to 
continue the employment of these necessary persons as well as former subtreasury employees. 

4. Internal Revenue Bureau: 

(a) For expenses of collecting the war revenue 2, 630,000. 00 

The original estimate for the current year for this was $33,000,000. The appropriation was $29,600,000. The 
work of this bureau is greatly in arrears. At the present time only about CO per cent of the 1917 consolidated 
returns have been audited, and there are 9,000 consolidated returns for 1918 which have not yet been reached. 
The statute of limitations will soon run against these claims of the Government, except where voluntarily 
waived . It is estimated that in order to bring the work up to date by the end of this year a force of 600 additional 
resident auditors is needed for the 1917 returns and the same number for 1918 and subsequent years. This in- 
crease in the number of resident auditors involves a corresponding increase in valuation and appraisal engineers, 
clerks, and stenographers, in accordance with the detailed schedule of personal services submitted with the 
estimate. It is claimed by the commissioner and his chief deputy that the appropriation now asked will enable 
the commissioner at once to audit returns and collect taxes in* a manner and to an extent which will many times 
repay the appropriation. 
(6) Refunding taxes illegally collected— claims accrued prior to July 1, 1920 12, 422, 000. 00 

The amount appropriated for this purpose was $8,000,000. The claims which have already been approved, 
together with those now on file and estimated to be approved by the several administrative unite, amount to 
$20,422,000, which is $12,422,000 in excess of the present appropriation, 
(c) Refunding taxes illegally collected, 1921 10,636,000.00 

It is estimated that claims will be approved for payment from the appropriation for the fiscal year 1921, 
amounting to $12,435,000. The balance available on July 1, 1921, from the 1921 appropriation was approxi- 
mately $1,800,000, indicating a deficit of $10,635,000. 

A 8 to both these last-mentioned items, payment is compulsory when the amount of the claim has been properly 
determined, either through the Department itself or decisions of the courts. 

Total, Bureau of Internal Revenue 26, 687,000. 00 

6. Public Health Service: 

(a) Deficiency for the fiscal year 1920, for preventing the spread of epidemic diseases 1,000. 00 

lb) Deficiency for the fiscal year 1921 in freight, transportation, etc., Public Health Service 6, 000. 00 

ic) Deficiency for the fiscal year 1920, pay of personnel and maintenance of hospitals 87, 000. 00 

la) Deficiency for the fiscal year 1921, freight, transportation, etc 27, 000. 00 

(e) Deficiency for the fiscal year 1921, interstate quarantine service 1, 000. 00 

(/) Deficiency for the fiscal year 1921, pay of personnel and maintenance of hospitals 130,000. 00 

No explanation is submitted to the Bureau of the Budget in connection with the foregoing six items beyond the 
fact that they are for the purpose of making settlements of legitimate outstanding and unpaid bills properly charge- 
able to the appropriations in question. 

(g) Quarantine service, 1922 389, 000. 00 

The original appropriation for this purpose was $355,000. There was expended during the first quarter $128,000, 
or at the rate of $42,700 a month. The Surgeon General claims that the expenditures during the first quarter are 
less than they will be during any subsequent quarter, even in the absence of an emergency. The exigencies of 
the quarantine work can not be foreseen. At the present time cholera is prevailing in many parts of Europe and 
certain Near East ports of Aria. Should it become necessary to establish special measures at tne Atlantic ports to 
prevent the introduction of cholera, large numbers of passengers would have to be detained in quarantine while 
the necessary examinations were made. This might involve the use of the entire remainder of tne appropriation 
in one month. This sendee is represented as mandatory, and so far as possible the worst should be anticipated. 
The Government will be reimbursed to a large extent, if not wholly, for this outlay, although under the pr e s en t law 
the fees are covered into the general Treasury receipts. 

(h) Pay of personnel and maintenance of hospitals 200,000.00 

An emergency justifying this appropriation is strongly urged as being the minimum amount required for the 
maintenance of a home for lepers. On February 3, 1917, Congress authorized the selection and procurement 
by purchase or otherwise of a site suitable for the establishment of a home for the care and treatment of persona 
afflicted with leprosy, to be administered by the Public Health Service. The act provided that there should 
be received into such home, under certain regulations, any person afflicted with leprosy who presents himself 
or herself for care or attention and treatment or might be apprehended under the authority of the quarantine 
act, or a person afflicted with leprosy duly assigned to said home by the proper State authorities. The Public 
Health Service caused to be transferred to it the State Home of Louisiana, then being operated for lepers by 
that State, and converted the home into a national institution. The service is unable to take suitable care of 
the lepers now within the home and is obliged to turn away many applicant*. The estimate of this deficiency 
is based on the expenditures for the five months from January to May, inclusive. 

The necessity for this appropriation could be obviated by legislation changing the provisions of Public No. 38 
(H. R. 15422), on page 11, under the head of "Public Health Service," providing that not more than $80,000 of 
the appropriation there covered might be used for the maintenance of a home for lepers. If this proviso could 
be made to read "not exceeding $280,000," such economies can be made in the other items covered by the 
appropriation as will more than offset the increase necessary for this home. 

An emergency is further urged on the ground that even with the present limited number of patients the funds 
available will be exhausted by December 1, 1921.

Total for Treasury Department 27,098,500.00 
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Wab Department: 

1. For replacing the worn-out portions of the Washington-Alaska Submarine Cable System $1, 500, 000. 00 

The cable system includes 2,675 miles of submarine cable. It is a single-strand conductor, installed over 19 years ago, 
which is at present in a badly worn-out condition, 95 per cent of the current escaping through grounds, abrasions, and 
mechanical defects. The number of messages daily transmitted indicates that this cable is of the greatest importance 
to the economic life of Alaska. Careful investigations have been made to ascertain whether the expenditure could be 
postponed by the use for a time of wireless. Investigation discloses that the operations of the wireless to Alaska are 
subject to such great interruptions and generally so unsatisfactory that it is not regarded as economically practical to do 
without the use of the cable. The revenues from commercial business amount approximately to $190,000 a year, while 
the Government communications carried free of charge, if computed at commercial cable rates, would practically 
double that amount. The estimate herewith submitted represents only the actual cost of the cable, it being the inten- 
tion of the War Department to perform through its own agencies the work of installation. As the season is short in which 
this work can be performed, it is deemed essential that an appropriation be made in time to close the contract and have 
the cable delivered in the early spring of 1922. 

2. For completion of the acquisition of lands at Camps Custer, Devens, Dix, Grant, Jackson, and Lee 408, 200. 00 

It appears that if these several tracts are not purchased, either by agreement with the owners or under condemnation 
proceedings, the owners thereof will have claims against the Government at least egual to the amount necessary to pay 
for the premises. For this reason it is deemed necessary and economical to acquire the premises, and in many cases 
condemnation suits have been commenced. The amount requested covers the estimated amount so far as jury verdicts 
can be anticipated. An appropriation was made by Congress in 1919, but the proceedings were not completed and that 
appropriation lapsed and was covered into the surplus fund of the Treasury on June 30, 1921. The amount now requested 
is virtually a reappropriation. 

3. For National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers 106,500.00 

An additional appropriation of this amount is required because of a change in the plan of operating the southern 
branch at Hampton, Va., it now being operated as a hospital for the care of senile dementia patients of the older 
group of members. The conversion of the Mountain and Marion branches into hospitals for the care of World War 
veterans and providing hospital facilities at other branches made necessary the assignment of the southern branch to 
the older veterans, especially for this class of mental cares. This branch is now approximately two- thirds hospital, 
which has increased tne cost of administration, requiring more supplies and a larger personnel. Part of the deficiency 
under "repairs " and "farm " is due to the increased cost of service on account of the change in the class of membership. 
Including this appropriation, the amount estimated for expenditure in 1922 will exceed but little that for 1921, though 
the membership is considerabl> larger. 

Total for the War Department 2,014,700.00 

Navy Department: 

A. Naval Establishment — 

1. Telephone rentals and tolls, telegrams, and cablegrams 109, 000. 00 

The original estimate submitted for 1922 by the Director of Naval Communications was $470,000. This was 
reduced to $400,000 by the Secretary of the Navy, and Congress appropriated $250,000. The Secretary now 
reports that every possible effort has been made to keep within that appropriation, but in spite of such effort 
the amounts obligated on approved requisitions, the additional amount for expenditures incurred during the 
first quarter over the approved requisitions, plus an amount required to restore efficient service where too drastic 
cuts have been made, is $359,283.15, and that no further reduction can be made without actually crippling the 
naval activities and without loss to the Government under other appropriations. The difference between the 
original appropriation and this estimate of expenditures is the amount now asked. 

2. For emergencies and extraordinary expenses, including a sum to enable the Navy Department to extend proper 

entertainment to the visiting delegates to the coming International Conference on Limitation of Armaments. . . 25, 000. 00 

B. Bureau o/ Navigation — 

1. Transportation and recruiting — on account of travel allowance of enlisted men discharged oh account of expiration 

of enlistment, etc., 1922 2, 020, 000. 00 

The appropriation available for this purpose was $3,500,000. Figures submitted by the department show 
estimated expenditures under this appropriation for the first quarter of the year of $1,488,706.45. The probable 
necessary expenditures for the following nine months, added to this, make a total of $5,521,066.19, leaving a 
deficiency of $2,021,066.19. 

2. Transportation and recruiting — on account of travel allowance of enlisted men discharged on account of expiration 

of enlistment, etc., actual deficit for 19tl 2, 569, 613. 01 

The actual expenditures incurred for this purpose in 1921 were $7,569,613.01, against an appropriation of 
$5,000,000.00. leaving the actual deficit for which the department is obligated at the above amount. 

C. Bureau of Supplies and Accounts — 

1. For provisions and commuted rations for seamen, marines, etc 4, 634, 000. 00 

The original estimate of the amount reauired under this item was $35,000,000. The appropriation was 
$21,925,922.50. The appropriation was made on a basis of ration cost of 50 cents per man per day. While 
the department has effected some reduction in ration costs as a result of various steps taken to limit expendi- 
tures for this purpose it does not appear that it will be possible to subsist the Navy in accordance with existing 
statutes within the amount appropriated. The revised estimate now submitted is on the basis of 55 cents per 
man per day, including losses of provisions due to deterioration and spoilage. The ration is based upon quan- 
tity and not upon cost. The procurement of certain lines of subsistence supplies is absolutely necessary under 
the law, and as vessels move from place to place subsistence must be had under different conditions of climate 
and food supply. The total estimated cost for the year is $26,569,922.50, which, as against the appropriation 
of $21,925,922.50, leaves a deficit as first stated. 

2. Freight and express charges (except transportation of coal) for the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts— 

For 1921, actual deficit 518,500.00 

For 1922 3,500,000.00 

Expenditures under this appropriation depend upon the movements of the fleet and the activities at the various 
yards, with the resultant transfers of stores wnich are involved . Expenditures for the first two months of this year 
were somewhat in excess of the rate of $7,500,000 for the year, although some reduction will be realized during the 
latter part of the year as a result of the curtailment of naval activities, necessary from the reduced appropriation 
as compared with 1921. The appropriation committees were informed that at least $7,500,000 would be required 
lor the movement of supplies, as compared with an expenditure of $9,000,000 for the same purpose during the 
# fiscal year 1921, and that if the appropriation was limited to $4,000,000 either a deficiency must be incurred or 

naval activities practically stopped during the latter part of the fiscal year 1922. It is stated that if the additional 
sum requested is not allowed all movements of supplies for the Navy must cease within the next three months. 
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6 SUPPLEMENTAL AND DEFICIENCY ESTIMATES. 

Navy Department — Continued. 

C. Bureau of Supplies and Accounts — Continued. 

2. Freight and express charges— Continued. 

The actual deficiency for 19tl grows out of the fact that the expenditures which depend upon the activities of the 
Navy and the necessity for moving supplies from one station to another, made necessary under section 3732 of the 
Revised Statutes, involved an actual expenditure of $9,018,500, against an appropriation for that year of 
$8,500,000, leaving the deficit actually incurred of $518,500, as against an estimated deficiency at the time the 
appropriation was made of $700,000. 

3. Coal and other fuel for steamers' and ships' use $12,500,000.00 

The fuel required depends upon the size of the active fleet and the amount of steaming necessary to keep the 
fleet in efficient condition. Under the operating plan as now laid down the sum of $29,000,000 will be required 
this year for fuel, maintenance, and operation of depots and transportation. There is also authority to expend the 
sum of $1,000,000 for the development of coal fields in Alaska, making a total of $30,000,000. The present appro- 
priation is $17,500,000, leaving an indicated deficit of $12,500,000, the only alternative to the granting of which 
is a material reduction in the activity of the fleet. 

D. Bureau oj Construction and Repair — 

For preservation and completion of vessels on the stocks and in ordinary, etc 300, 000. 00 

The actual deficiency at the present time is $90,000. There are returns yet to be received from over forty 
vessels, which, based on known averages, will add $130,000 more, and in view of the belated charges which 
will be coming in for some time the department deems it compulsory to request a deficiency of $300,000. This 
deficiency, as against the initial appropriation of $31,000,000, is largely caused by charges being reported for 
issue to snips made by supply officers prior to June 30, 1921, but which were not reported until after that date 
and were not previously covered by allotments from the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 

E. Bureau of Engineering — 

For repairs, preservation and renewal of machinery, etc 1, 200, 000. 00 

The original appropriation was $29,050,000. The incurring of this deficiency was directly due to the delayed 
returns of expenditure reports, in turn due to the great reduction in personnel of supply divisions and accounting 
officers. It is for issues of material made prior to June 30, 1921, but not reported until after the close of that 
fiscal year. Before making allotments for the month of June the bureau reserved what it considered sufficient 
amounts to cover charges not definitely known at that time, but such reservations have proved insufficient. 
On October 31 there was an indicated deficiency of $748,000, to which there is now added $452,000 as an estimated 
minimum to cover delayed material charges for issues from the naval supply account prior to June 30. 1921, 
making the total indicated deficiency $1,200,000. 

Total for the Navy Department 27,376.113.01 

Department or the Interior: 

To reimburse certain protective agencies in the State of Oregon for the cost of protecting from fire timber upon lands in which 

the United States is interested, for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1921 6, 512. 17 

The initial appropriation, together with one deficiency appropriation, amounted to $30,000. The Department also 
received from the Forest Service fire fighting funds $911.60, a total available of $30,911.60. Ihe total expenses, which, 
in the nature of things, could not be anticipated accurately, were $37,423.77, leaving a deficit as stated of $6,512.17. '1 he 
protection of these lands is accomplished in cooperation with some twenty organized protective units and the agree- 
ments provide that the lands included shall bear their pro-rata share on an acreage basis of the total cost of fire protection 
within the units in which they are located. Until this deficiency is granted the various other protective agencies must 
carry the financial burden and should, therefore, be reimbursed as promptly as possible. -===== 

Post Office Department: 

1. Railway Mail Service—Terminal railway post office at Chicago 817, 000. 00 

Tne building under construction in Chicago for use as a terminal railway post office will be finished about July 1, 
1922, six months earlier than anticipated. It had been the intention of the Department to include the amount needed 
for its completion in the estimates for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1923. The possibility of its earlier completion 
was not known at the time of making the appropriation for the fiscal year 1922. It, therefore, seems advisable to allow 
the appropriation now in view of tne earlier contemplated use of the building. 

2. To reimburse postal revenues for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1920, on special delivery fees 11. 54 

3. For pay of city delivery carriers in 1920 2, 000. 00 

This is for the purpose of paying claims of carriers whose services terminated in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1920, for refunds of amounts deducted from their salaries for leave of absence in excess of accumulated leave at the 
rate of one and one-quarter days per month from July 1, 1919, which refunds must be made under decision of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury. 

4. Amount to reimburse postal revenues of the fiscal year ended June 30, 1921, for special delivery fees „ . 999, 439. 88 

An act approved August 4, 1886, 24 Stat., 220, makes postmasters responsible for the immediate delivery of every 
article bearing a special delivery stamp, and to defray the expenses thereof postmasters are entitled, upon the adjust- 
ment of their quarterly account*, to 80 per cent of the face value of such special delivery stamps received at their 
office and recorded. Tne amount appropriated for the purpose was $5,000,000. The amount actually expended, as 
required by law, leaves a deficit in tne amount stated. 

5. For payment of indemnity for injury or loss of pieces of domestic registered matter, insured, and C. O. D. mail 1, 200, 000. 00 

The original appropriation was $3,000,000. The number of claims thus far presented for 1921 indicate a deficiency 
in the amount stated, and it is important that such claims, when established, snail be paid promptly. 

6. Freight on stamp paper and mail bags, 1921 1,389.21 

The original appropriation was $100,000. The deficiency incurred is due to increase in freight rates after the orig- 
inal estimate was submitted. 

7. Compensation, clerks and employees, first and second class post offices 725, 000. 00 

The original appropriation was $97,000,000. The deficit is caused largely by new legislation in 1921, on account 
of which an actual deficiency is estimated of $1,094,300. The department estimates the amount of $725,000 as the 
absolute minimum required. 

8. Miscellaneous items of cleaning, telephone, and miscellaneous operating expense in rented post-office buildings 50, 000. 00 

The original appropriation was $700,000, which was the same as appropriated for 1921. The number of buildings 
has largely increased, due to the expansion of the parcel post and the normal increase in business. Telephone rates 
have been advanced: also there has been an increase in the number of third-class post offices advanced to the second 
class. The additional amount is regarded as essential for the proper maintenance of the service. 
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Post Ovhcb Dmbartment— Continued. 

9. Forinland transportation of mails by steamboat or other power boat routes $341,093.45 

The original appropriation under this item was $904,000. The department is attempting to restore service of 
this character which was discontinued during the war. No provision was made in the previous^ estimates for restoring 
the service, but contracts were made to become effective April 1, 1921, for its restoration in a limited wav. This was 
further augumented on August 1, 1921 . The larger part of the expense is involved in the restoration of the service in 
New York Bay and Harbor and in Alaska. 

10. Airplane mail service between New York and San Francisco, via Chicago and Omaha 350, 000. 00 

The original appropriation was $1,250,000. In the fiscal year 1921 a portion of the bills for air mail service, amount- 
ing to nearly $1,200,000. was paid out of the railroad transportation appropriation. Such transfer of funds has not 
been permitted since July 1, 1921. The department states that this service can not be continued without additional 
funds in the amount stated, although a number of other routes have been cut out, at an estimated saving of $675,000. 
If the appropriation is not made the service will have to be discontinued entirely. 

11. Foreign mail transportation, 1922 480,000.00 

The original appropriation was $5,920,000. Increased steamship transportation has resulted in a much heavier 
exchange of foreign mails, the necessity for the transportation of wnich can not be questioned. 

12. Foreign mail transportation for the fiscal year 1921 1,900,000.00 

The appropriation for the fiscal year 1921 was $600,000. which, by reason of the great increase in the amount of 
the foreign mails, proved inadequate to the extent of the deficiency as stated. 

Total for the Post Oftice Department (5, 925, 934. 08 

Department of Agriculture: 

1. Enforcement of the future trading act 50,000.00 

An appropriation for this purpose is necessary by reason of a law enacted after the passage of the appropriation acts 
for the fiscal year 1922 (act passed Aug. 24, 1921). The amount recommended is based upon an estimate of expenditure 
of $90,000 per year. The department undertakes to carry it on for $50,000 for the remainder of the fiscal year. The 
items of expected expenditure submitted with the estimates appear reasonable for the purpose. 

2. For operation and management of the Center Market 141, 000. 00 

An appropriation becomes necessary by reason of an act of Congress passed Mar. 4, 1921, involving an expenditure 
not contemplated at the time of the passage of the regular appropriation acts. It is estimated that the Government will 
be reimbursed in substantial amounts by various charges to be made, which will approximate $250,000 per annum. The 
items of anticipated expenditures attached to the estimate appear reasonable for the purpose. 

3. For prevention of loss of timber from insect infestation within the National Forests and on other lands owned or adminis- 

tered by the United States in Oregon and California 150, 000. 00 

This is the first request for such an appropriation. It is the opinion of the Solicitor of the Department that the 
activity proposed is authorized under existing law. The need of an appropriation at this time is an epidemic of bark 
beetles, as a result of which a billion feet of valuable pine timber in both States has been destroyed during the past few 
years, and unless it is checked the loss, already estimated at $3,000,000, is likely to be two or three times that amount. 
The infestation has spread until about one million and one-quarter acres are involved, about half of which is owned or 
administered by the United States. The work would be undertaken in cooperation with the States and with private 
landowners, the part contributed by the United States being substantially one-half of the total. The detail of antici- 
pated expenditures attached to the estimate appears reasonable for the purpose. 

4. Fighting and prevention of forest fires 341, 000. 00 

It seems impossible to anticipate even approximately the amount required for this purpose. The department states 
that the protection of the national forests has been well organized, but the personnel provided for the protection of 
136,000,000 acres of national forest lands has not been able to reach and extinguish all the fires which were started, 
and emergency expenditures for employing, subsisting, and equipping temporary labor became unavoidable. Under 
these conditions an actual deficiency has been incurred to date of $191,000, and it is estimated that $150,000 more will 
be required to meet the estimated cost under average conditions of fire suppression during the remainder of the fiscal 
year. 

5. Credit in the accounts of Quincy R. Craft 346. 71 

Mr. Craft was formerly district fiscal agent of the Forest Service at Denver, and paid out the sum of $346.71 in 
excess of the limitation prescribed by law, in connection with the erection of a building at Bessey Nursery on the 
Nebraska National Forest. The amount was paid inadvertently and under a mistaken view of the law. His claim 
for this amount was disallowed by the Comptroller of the Treasury. 

Total for the Department of Agriculture 682,346.71 

Department of Commerce: 

1 . Salaries , B ureau of Lighthouses < 1,734.00 

This appropriation is requested in order to permit the employment of four clerks of class 3, at a total expense of 
• $4,267, which would be accompanied by the omission of two clerks at $1,000 each and two clerks at $900 each, a 
total credit of $2,533, both estimates being based on the eight-month period from November 1, 1921, to June 30, 1922. 
The" work of the bureau is almost wholly technical, engineering, and financial, with little work of a routine character, 
so there is no need for the services of clerks of the lower grades. This estimate is for the purpose of temporarily meet- 
ing an emergency by permitting the securing and retaining of more competent employees, thus increasing the general 
efficiency of the bureau. 

Total for the Department of Commerce 1, 734. 00

Department of Labor: 
A. Employment Service — 

1. Deficiency for 1920 for telegraph and transportation expense 400. 00 

2. Deficiency for 1921 for telegraph and transportation expense 3, 500. 00 

Both these items are incurred by reason of the fact that the department was compelled to expend a consid- 
erable sum from its regular appropriation in collecting and disposing of furniture and equipment scattered 
over the country. Furniture was disposed of at public sale, netting the Government $36,000, but the expense 
incident thereto left insufficient funds in the original appropriation to pay for transportation and telegraph 
accounts subsequently presented for payment. 
8. Employment service, 1922: To enable the Secretary during the present unemployment emergency to augment 
the existing facilities in facilitating the transportation of labor from one State to another, inform States in 
which there is a scarcity of labor, and secure and compile information on employment throughout the country. . 200, 000. 00

3. Employment service, 1922, etc. — Continued. 

At the recent Conference on Unemployment, called together by the President, the Committee on Employment 
Agencies and Registration adopted tne following resolution: 

"'The Committee on Employment Agencies and Registration is strongly of the opinion that the work of the 
Unemployment Conference can and should be greatly aided in its work by the United States Employment 
Service. It finds, however, that the Employment Service is crippled by lack of funds. It therefore urges 
that Congress be asked to appropriate $400,000 to enable the United States Employment Service to operate 
in the interstate field by: 

."{1} Cooperation with the Emergency Employment Agencies erected by the State's municipalities. 

"(2) Informing States in which there is scarcity of labor of the situation in States where there is surplus of 
labor of the kinds desired. 

"(3) Securing and compiling information on employment opportunities throughout the country." 

It appears that the work of the Employment Service finds its greatest value in the mobilizing of labor and 
also in the steps taken to prevent laborers in large numbers leaving one portion of the country and going to 
another part on the prospect of employment which at best could engage the services of a relatively small number. 
The work is carried on in entire cooperation with the employment agencies of the several States, which con- 
tribute thereto in varying amounts. The amount proposed to he expended seems reasonable if it is desired that 
the activity should be continued. 



Total for the Employment Service $203,900.00 

B. Bureau of Immigration — 

1. Deficiency in the appropriation for expenses of regulating immigration for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1921 150, 000. 00 

The original appropriation under this head was $2,936,000. In May, 1921, a deficiency appropriation of 
$488,531 was requested to cover necessary expenditures of an emergency character not anticipated at the 
time the original estimate was submitted. The sum of $336,000 was thereupon appropriated, but there now 
remain outstanding obligations of $150,000, representing expenditures incurred for transportation and main- 
tenance incident to the detention and removal of aliens. 

2. Deficiency in the appropriation for expenses of regulating immigration for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1922 300, 000. 00 

The department states that proper enforcement of the immigration and passport laws, particularly the act of 
May 19, 1921, requires the expenditure of more time, effort, and money; tnat efforts to aid the illegal entry of 
inadmissible aliens over the land boundaries and by sea from adjacent islands are continually on the increase; 
that the funds available under the regular appropriation of $3,000,000 are inadequate to enable the department 
to meet this situation. The department also deems it necessary to detail officers of the service to secure informa- 
tion as to the number of aliens detained in the penal, reformatory, and charitable institutions of the several 
States and Territories, and to inform the officers of such institutions of the provisions of law in relation to the 
deportation of aliens who have become public charges. 

3. Repairs to immigrant station at Ellis Island, reconstruction and reconditioning of laundry building damaged by 

fire May 16, 1921 63,470.75 

It is stated by the department that owing to the present period of detention of many immigrants it is necessary 
to provide more adequate laundry facilities, among other reasons, for the purpose of preventing the spread of 
epidemics. 

4. Remodeling and equipping 15 rooms, including 3 bathrooms, in the administration building, Island No. 1, to pro- 

vide suitable quarters for the detention of alien women with small children and others wno may require special 

consideration 20, 000. 00 

5. For renewal of plumbing system on Island No. 2 20, 000. 00 

6. For salt water flushing syBtem for hospital buildings, Island No. 2 20,000.00 

It is estimated that the expenditure of $60,000 for the three items last above stated will result in a net saving in 
the next two years of not less than $120,000. 

7. For three items of refund of immigration fines erroneously assessed and collected 1, 090. 00 

Total for expense of regulating immigration and immigrant stations 574, 560. 75 

C. Women in Industry — 

1. Actual deficiency incurred in 1920 for transportation and telegrams - 1, 200. 00 

2. Actual deficiency incurred in 1921 for transportation 600. 00 

D. Commissioners of Conciliation — 

1. Actual deficiency for the fiscal year 1920 in transportation and telegraph expense 2, 500. 00 

This deficiency is stated to be caused as a result of this department being compelled to close out the affairs 
of the National War Labor Board which was discontinued by operation of law on June 30, 1919. • 

2. Supplementary appropriation to enable the Secretary to exercise authority vested in him by section 8 of the act 

creating the Department of Labor 100, 000. 00 

The original appropriation for this purpose was $100,000. Tp to October 1 the division had expended and 
had outstanding bills unpaid to the extent of $39,500, or at the rate of $160,000 per annum, thus creating a present 
deficit of $60,000. They state that the strictest economy has been observed, including the elimination of 13 
experienced conciliators. The division has now on hand 69 cases of which 50 are actual strikes, and they are 
unable to assign conciliators to important sections in the Southwest and Southeast. It is stated that an oppor- 
tunity for most helpful work will exist in connection with the contracts of the bituminous coal miners which 
expire March 31, 1922, and also in the matter of attempted conciliation in the building trades. They believe 
that with an allowance to meet this deficit, and approximately $40,000 more, they may assign additional com- 
missioners expert in coal, building trades, and other basic industries in which agreements expire during the 
present fiscal year so as to prevent the stoppage of work or at least minimize the effect of any disagreements that 
may arise in these industries.

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Department or Justice: 

A. Judicial — 

1. Salaries of United States district judges for the districts of North Dakota and southern West Virginia $11, 812. 50 

2 . Salary of reporter, district court, Territory of Hawaii 1 , 760. 00 

3. Increase in salaries of chief justice and associate justices of the supreme court of Hawaii 4, 400. 01 

Total, Judicial 17,972.51 

The three foregoing items are necessary because of legislation enacted since the passage of the regular appro- 
priation bills. 

B. United States courts— 

1. Salaries, fees, and expenses of United States marshals and their deputies 140, 000. 00 

The original estimate was $2,200,000, which was reduced by Congress to $2,140,000. It has since developed 
that it will require $2,300,000 under this item to handle the business of the current year. This is due not only 
to additional prosecutions and other proceedings instituted under special legislation but also to a great increase 
in private litigation and bankruptcy proceedings, all of which expense is incident to the service of process 
which is paid from this appropriation. 

2. Salaries and expenses of district attorneys 100, 000. 00 

The original appropriation was $800,000.00. The estimated expense is $900,000 and is expected to provide 
only the minimum force necessary to handle the rapidly increasing work in the offices of the district attorneys. 

3. Salaries and expenses of clerks, United States district courts 125, 000. 00 

The original estimate of the department was $1,150,000. The appropriation was $1,050,000. This increase 
is requested for the same reasons as indicated in Item No. 1, salaries and expenses of United States marshals. 

4. Fees of United States commissioners and justices of the peace, acting under section 1014, Revised Statutes 150, 000. 00 

The original appropriation under this head was $225,000. The expenses for the fiscal year 1921 will be 
/ $372,000, as shown by the annual report of the Attorney General. Similar expenses for the current fiscal year 

are estimated to be at least as great and in allprobability greater. The amount needed is contingent upon the 
number of arrests and hearings before these officers, which is rapidly increasing. 

5. Support of prisoners . 300,000.00 

The original appropriation was $800,000. The number of prisoners both committed and held pending trial 
is rapidly increasing, and it was estimated that the expenses for the current year will be as great and probably 
greater than for the fiscal year 1921, when they aggregated over $1,025,000. 

6. Supplies for the courts 50,000.00 

The original appropriation was $75,000, of which nearly $42,000 has already been expended. The expendi- 
tures in 1921 were $108,000. This amount was inadequate to purchase all the supplies needed during the fiscal 
year 1921, causing two months' requisitions to be held over into this year. The cost of printing and binding at 
the Government Printing Office alone will undoubtedly exceed $50,000, Additional money is also needed, 
due to the exhaustion of the supply of court dockets, record books, blank forms, etc., caused by the increase 
in the volume of business* of the courts.

This appropriation becomes necessary in part by reason of sundry acts of the Sixty-seventh Congress between March 
and June, 1921, which became law after the submission of the estimates for the fiscal year 1922, all of which placed addi- 
tional duties upon the commission.

District of Columbia: 
Bent Commission —

This appropriation becomes necessary by reason of an act of Congress, approved August 24, 1921, which extended 
the life of the Kent Commission until May 22, 1922, but did not provide an additional appropriation for the extended 
period. 

Salaries in the surveyor's office 4, 000. 00 

This appropriation is requested because the funds for this office were inadvertently depleted through misunderstanding 
with the committee of Congress. The surveyor's office now has a great deal of important public work in addition to 
that connected with private building operations, for which latter work fees are collected and covered into the Treasury 
to the credit of the revenues of the District of Columbia. These are to an amount which makes the office practically 
self-sustaining. 

Municipal Lodging House 33,000.00 

An appropriation of $40,000 for a new Municipal Lodging House was made in 1917; the site was purchased for $10,000; 
plans were made for the building and estimates of cost obtained, but it was found impossible to erect a suitable building 
for the amount available. Nothing was done during the war, because of the high cost of material and because labor was 
so continually employed that there were few persons seeking aid. That number has greatly increased and the present 
lodging house will not be able to meet the demands made upon it. The building now occupied is an old residence, dark 
and insanitary . With this supplemental appropriation and the unexpended balance of $29,512.98 from the original 
appropriation, a suitable building can now be constructed. The amount requested would not all be expended with 
the fiscal year, but should be made available if the project is to go on. 

Continuing the construction of the Gallinger Municipal Hospital 150, 000. 00 

The limit of cost fixed by existing law for the construction of this municipal hospital, is $1,500,000. Appropriations 
to date aggregate $1,103,590. The next step in construction is to complete tne power plant as a structure and so much 
of the domestic building as is necessary to serve the Psychopathic Group. To complete the power plant and domes- 
tic ward, higher than the basement, new contracts must be entered into. The appropriation of $150,000, if entered 
into at this time, will prevent the loss of about six months in construction work. 

To pay judgments against the District of Columbia, including costs 2, 353. 20 

Together with the further amount to pay interest on said judgments, as provided by law, from the date the same become 
due until date of payment.

United States Shipping Board: 

Deficiency for purchase of law books in the fiscal year 1917 1, 316. 05 

The appropriations for 1918 and subsequent yean carry authority to purchase law books, books of reference, and peri- 
odicals. No such provision was made in the act of 1916. The purchase of the books shown in the supporting docu- 
ments was apparently necessary, and the bill is outstanding against the Shipping Board for this amount. 
Arlington Memorial Bridge Commission: 

To enable the commission to investigate and report to Congress a suitable design for a memorial bridge across the Potomac River 

from the city of Washington to a point at or near the Arlington estate in the State of Virginia 25, 000. 00 

This project was authorized by an act of Congress approved March 4, 1913. No provision was made, however, for plans 
and the other initial work involved . If it is the intention of Congress to continue the project thus authorized an appropria- 
tion is now necessary for the purpose indicated^ The desirability of an early appropriation if the project is to go on arises 
from the fact that the tentative plans of the commission are, to a certain extent, involved with the Lincoln Memorial now 
approaching completion, with an expected resultant economy if the two projects are henceforth carried on simultaneously. 

United States Veterans' Bureau: 

1. Vocational rehabilitation 77,257,000.00 

The work of carrying out the provisions of the act entitled "An act to provide for the vocational rehabilitation and 
return to civil employment of disabled persons discharged from the military or naval forces of the United States and for 
other purposes " (approved June 27, 1918) seems mandatory. A careful estimate of the amount required for the service 
of the fiscal year 1922 is $141 ,757,308.36. There has been already appropriated $65,000,000, of which amount $64,500,000 
is available for general purposes, the remaining part of the appropriation being for the specific purpose of making loans to 
needy soldiers. The amount now requested is tne difference between the total estimated expense and the appropriation 
available for this purpose of $64,500,000. 

2. Medical and hospital services for 1922 43,691,803.44 

The total amount now estimated as needed for this service for the remainder of the fiscal year is $76,691,803.44, a 
reduction of approximately $6,000,000 from the estimates first submitted in August, 1921 . The initial appropriation was 
$33,000,000, requiring as against tne above estimate of expenses an amount as first above indicated. Tnis service also 
appears to be mandatory.

Smithsonian Institution: 

For heating, lighting, telegraphic, and telephonic services of the National Museum 2, 300. 00 

The original appropriation was $70,000. The schedule of objects ot expenditure submitted with the estimate shows an 
amount expended in 1921 of $73,936. The appropriation was based on an expected decrease in the price of coal, which has 
not materialized, and the deficiency is practically all due to the continued high cost of heating, heating supplies, and 
lighting 
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United States Boabd of Mediation and Conciliation $8,000.00 

This estimate is submitted as the alternative to the request for $25,000 if the board is to continue its functions. Congress 
omitted to make any appropriation for this activity for the year 1922, but the law creatine the commission has never been 
repealed. If the commission is to continue in existence, then the usual appropriation should be made for it. If, on the other 
hand, Congress desires now to repeal the act creating this board, then a sufficient appropriation should be made to enable it to 
wind up its affairs and turn over its books and records to some other body. The board has turned into the general Treasury 
receipts an unexpended balance of $18,000 of the appropriation for the year 1921 ; hence, if Congress pursues the latter 
course, a reappropriation only will be necessary to the amount of $8,000 required for that purpose. 

Total of estimates for all departments and establishments 187, 922, 576. 74 

When the Secretary of the Treasury on August 10, 1921, fixed a figure of $4,034,000,000 as the estimated total 
expenditures for the fiscal year 1922, the expenditures under the supplemental and deficiency appropriations of 
$187,922,576.74, asked for herein, were, in the main, taken into consideration. The estimated expenditures for 
1922, as now received in detail from the various departments and establishments, including the deficiency and 
supplemental estimates of $187,922,576.74 herein requested, stand at $3,940,000,000, an amount $94,000,000 less 
than the August 10 estimate of the Secretary of the Treasury.

Rent Commission, District of Columbia —

Note.— The act of Congress approved Oct. 22, 1919, by the terms of which the rent commission was 
created, provided that the commission should continue until Oct. 22, 192L and further provided an 
appropriation of 150,000 for salaries and expenses during the two-year period. This appropriation was 
supplemented by a deficiency of $15,000 contained in the second deficiency act for the fiscal year 1921, 
approved June 16, 1921. The act of Congress approved Aug. 24, 1921, extended the life of the rent commis- 
sion until May 22, 1922, but did not provide an additional appropriation to take care of salaries and expenses 
for the extended period. Following are the estimated expenditures for the period beginning with Oct. 1 , 

1921, and ending with May 22, 1922:

Surveyor's office: For services of temporary draftsman, computers, laborers, additional 
field party when required, purchase of supplies, care or hire of teams, $4,600, all 
expenditures hereunder to be made only on the regular authority of the commis- 
sioners (submitted) (act Feb. tt, 1921, vol. 41, p. lilt, sec. 1) 

Non.— The appropriation for tiie foregoing purpose for a number of years prior to the present fiscal vear 
has been annually authorized in tbe sum of $8,000, but through what is believed to have Deen a mistake of 
fact this appropriation was reduced to $4,000 for the fiscal year 1922. In this connection reference is made to 
the Congressional Record of Wednesday, Jan. 19, 1921, at the top of page 1716, in which the statement is 
made that the salary of $4,000 of the superintendent of refuse of the District was paid from this appropria- 
tion. Because of this mistake of fact the appropriation was reduced by that amount on a point of order 
made on the floor of the Senate and the mistake was not corrected in the conference on the District bill. 

The reduction of the amount available for services in the surveyor's office by $4,000 has caused a very 
serious situation. Private building operations are increasing in number, which makes additional work 
for the surveyor, who is called upon for plats, etc., in connection with such operations. In addition there 
is a great deal of important public work which should be accomplished by the surveyor's office, but which 
it will be impracticable to do in the absence of an additional appropriation. 

For the fiscal year 1922, the appropriation tor salaries for the surveyor's office, including the item of 
$4,000, amount to $30,000. The fees collected by the surveyor's office for private work and covered into 
the Treasury to the credit of the revenues of the District of Columbia and the United States during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1921, amounted to $25,355.82, so that the surveyor's office is practically a serf- 
sustaining office. The fees derived for the performance of private work pay for nearly all the public work 
of the office. 

The additional appropriation of $4,000 is to be expended entirely for salaries. 

Building, Municipal Lodging House, District of Columbia — 

For an additional amount required for the eroction oi a new municipal lodging house 
(submitted) 

Note— Appropriation of $40,000 for a new municipal lodging house, of which amount not more than 
$10,000 could be used for purchase of site, was made in the District of Columbia appropriation bill tor the 
fiscal year 1917. The oommtssioners purchased a suitable site on Louisiana Avenue at a cost of $10,000. 
Plans were made for the building and estimates of cost obtained and it was found impossible to erect a 
suitable building for the amount available. Recommendation was made by the Board of Charities and 
effort was made to secure an additional appropriation, but the matter was not pressed during tbe war 
because of the high cost of building material and labor and the further fact that during tbe war period 
the demand for labor was so great that the number of homeless men seeking public aid very greatly 
decreased. Tub number of persons seeking aid has again very greatly increased and it is certain that the 
lodging house will not be able to meet the demand made upon it during the coming winter. The build- 
ingnow occupied is an old residence, dark and insanitary, totally unsuitable and inadequate. It has been 
denounced as a disgrace to the community and should oe replaced as soon as possible. The unexpended 
balance to the credit of the appropriation of #40,060 is $29,512.98. 

Limitation on Personal Services, District of Columbia — 

The limitation of $100,000 on the employment of personal services, as fixed by section 
2 of the District of Columbia appropriation act for the fiscal year ending June 20, 

1922, is hereby increased to $112,000 (submitted). 

Note.— The need for an increase in the foregoing limitation, which relates entirely to the employment 
of personal services in the office of the municipal architect, is due to the large building program provided 
tor the fiscal year 1922. If this Increase is not authorized it will result in work on the school ouilding 
program slowing down in the municipal architect's office through decreasing the present force beginning 
on Jan. 1, 1922. The present force can not be continued within the allotment which it is possible to allow 
the municipal architect under the total limitation as at present of $100,000.

Mar. 4, 1913, to investigate and report to Congress a suitable design for a memorial 
bridge across the Potomac River from the city of Washington to a point at or near the 
Arlington estate in the State of Virginia, together with such surveys and estimates of 
cost as they may deem advisable, to be expended under the direction of the commission 
and to remain available until expended (act Mar. 4, 1913, vol. 87, p. 885, sec tS) (sub- 
mitted)

Vocational Rehabilitation — 

For an additional amount for carrying out the provisions of the act entitled "An act 
to provide for the vocational rehabilitation and return to civil employment of dis- 
abled persons discharged from the military or naval forces of the United States, and 
for other purposes," approved June 27, 1918, as amended, including personal serv- 
ices in the District of Columbia and elsewhere, funeral and other incidental expenses 
(including transportation of remains) of deceased trainees of the board, necessary 
medical service and treatment to trainees hereafter reauired in cases where such 
service or treatment is not provided by the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, and not 
more than $35,000 may be used for such service and treatment heretofore furnished; 

• printing and binding to be done at the Government Printing Office ; law books, books 
of reference, and periodicals; $77,257,000, of which sum not exceeding $500,000 may 
be used by the Federal Board for Vocational Education as a revolving fund for the 
purpose of making advancements to persons commencing or undergoing training 
under the vocational rehabilitation act, such advancements to bear no interest and 
to be reimbursed in such installments as may be determined by the Federal board 
by proper deductions from the monthly maintenance and support allowance, allowed 
by saia act as amended, together with the unexpended balances of the appropria- 
tions for this purpose for the fiscal years 1920 and 1921, of which sums not exceeding 
$5,000 may be expended for rent of quarters in the District of Columbia if space is 
not provided by the Public Buildings Commission: Provided, That the salary limi- 
tations placed upon the appropriation for vocational rehabilitation by the sundry 
civil appropriation act approved July 19, 1919, modified as provided by the sundry 
civil appropriation act approved June 5, 1920, shall apply to the appropriation herein 
made: Provided further, That no person who has been declared eligible for training 
under the provisions of the vocational rehabilitation act, for whom training has been 
prescribed, and who has been notified by the board to begin training, shall be eligible to 
the benefits of said act in the event of his failure to commence training within a 
reasonable time after notice has been sent such person by the board: Provided fur- 
ther, That except when such failure is due, in the opinion of the board, to physical 
incapacity, such time shall not be longer than 12 months after the passage of this 
act for persons already declared eligible and notified to begin training, and 12 months 
after notice is given for persons hereafter declared eligible and notified to begin train- 
ing, fiscal year 1922 (acts June 27, 1918, vol. 40, p. 617, sec. 1; Aug. 9, 19tl, vol. 4ft) p.
